The census, or gathering of statistics 
with respect to the internal affairs of 
the Dominion of Canada, will take place 
on the first of June, 4944, and all infor- 
mation gathered shall have reference 
to the same date, unless otherwise 
specified in the schedules, or determin- 
ed by the Minister of Agriculture. 

From the following information 
cleaned from the schedules and in- 
structions issued under the direction uf 
the Agricultural Minister, and of direct 
importance to the big cities, may be 
learned some idea of the immense 
amount of labor entailed, and the suc- 
eess of which can only be obtained oy 
the co-operation of the Ganadian people 
everywhere in this Dominion. 

Schedule No, 1 comprises the popu- 
lation by name, personal description, 
ete., and the following questions will 
appear on the census paper: Name of 
each person in family, place of habits- 
tion, sex, relationship to head of fam- 
ily or household, whether single, mar- 
ried, widowed, divorced, or legally sep- 
arated, month of birth, year of birth, 
and age at last birthday. The following 
questions as to citizenship, nationality, 
and religion also appear: Country or 
place of birth, year of immigration to 
Canada if an immigrant, year of natur- 
alization if formerly an alien; racial or 
tribal origin, nationality, and religion, 
Five questions appear under the head- 
ing of profession, occupation, or means 
of living, to wit: Chief occupation or 
trade, employment other than at chief 
occupation or trade, if any, employer, 
employee, or working on your owl ae- 
count, 

Better Figure This Out.

education in 1910 for persons over 15 
years of age, al college, convent, or uni- 
versity, With regard lo your physical 
condition, the following questions con- 
front. you: Whether you are ‘blind, 
deaf and dumb, crazy or lunatic, idiotic 
or silly. If you are unfortunate enough 
to came under this head you must spe- 
eify at what age the infirmity appeared,

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Learning in Law 
Necessary to Catch 
Charter’s Meaning 


Here is the section of the Edmonton City Charter under which 
two judges of the supreme court of Alberta have decided that the 
city council.must hold an investigation, make charges and sub- 


stantiate the same before dismissing a commissioner: 
TITLE XVU, Sub.-Section 3, Chapter 19 of the Ordinances of 
the North-West Territories, 1904: 


In addition to the mayor, who shall be ex-official a commis- 
sioner, there shall be one or more commissioners appointed by the 
council. No person shall be appointed a commissioner except by 
a vote of not less than three-fourths of all the members of the 
council and the appointed commissioners shall hold offico during 
the pelasure of the council, but shall not be dismissed except for 
cause satisfactory to the council, and by a vote of not less than 
two-thirds of all the members of the council. 

To the mind trained in law, it may be very clear that this clause 
calls for an investigation, but to the layman it is very difficult to 
see just where there is any call whatever for an investigation. 
Certainly the word “investigation” does not occur in .the clause. 
On the contrary, the clause says that the commissioner shall hold 
office “during the pleasure of the council’’ and says that they shall 
not be dismissed “except for cause satisfactory to the council,” 
both of which provisos would seem to the reader of literal rather

When Justice Stuart says in his judgment on the Bouillon case 
that the humblest worker in the ditch is entitled to know the reasons 
why he is dismissed, he thereby intimates that the council was 
morally if not legally right in its course and that Commissioner 
Bouillon was morally wrong. 

The primary cause of the friction between the city council and 
the commissioners was the dismissal of two superintendents, whose 
dismissal was followed very quickly by the resignation of three

For these dismissals the Commissioner was asked a reason, |_ 


which he refused to give either to the superintendents whom he 
dismissed or to the council to whom it has always been presumed 


that he was answerable. 
When the council undertook to dismiss Commissioner Bouillon 


they gave many reasons, thirty-one in all, and might have given 


more. 
As Justice Stuart sees it the commissioner's action was wrong 


and the council’s action was right.

But as it 
reads it takes a more profound learning in law than is the usual 
portion of the man on the street to see where an investigation is 
made obligatory. 

Sizing the whole situation up it commences to be a question 
whether Edmonton's municipal dilemma is due to legislative im- 
perfections in the charter or to judicial construction of a clause 
which the legislature intended to mean something entircly different 
from what the judges read it to mean. 


Lloyd-George Method 
Only Outlet From 
Present Dilemma 


“If the interpretation given the charter by Justice Stuart and 
Justice Beck is good law—which, considering its source, it must be 
—then the sooner the city of Edmonton tears the charter up and 
throws it into the waste basket the better for Edmonton. 

According to the judicial interpretation the city of Edmonton 
cannot dismiss a commissioner summarily and there is serious 
doubt whether any attempt to dismiss a commissioner could not 
be blocked for two or three years, or longer. 

Should the council in the present instance undertake the in- 
vestigation which the court says is necessary, and should it prove 
every one of the thirty-one reasons which the council gave for dis- 
missing Commissioner Bouillon, the friends of Mr. Bouillon could— 
and they say they will—appeal from that part of Justice Stuart’s 


decision which says the councillors who voted for the dismissal of |S@nit4: 


Commissioner Bouillon, were not disqualified. Along with this 
appeal they would naturally apply for a stay which would prevent 
the council from dismissing the commissioner pending the settle- 
ment of the litigation. Such litigation might go to the privy council, 
a process which would require two years at least, if no more. 

The difficulty about the present situation is that the real reason 
why Commissioner Bouillon should be dismissed is a reason which 
is not susceptible to proof in any court. Undoubtedly the thirty- 
one reasons given by the council are good, but aside from these 
altogether there is the greater reason which can probably be best 
described as incompatibility of temperament. 

In the position which Mr. Bouillon was employed to fill the 
first necessity is that the commissioner should be an organizer. 
This Commissioner Bouillon manifestly is not, but on the con- 
trary he is a disorganizer, and the temperamental flights which 
make him a disorganizer are the real reason why he will not do, 
But to go into court and prove that a commissioner is tempera- 
mentally unsuited to the job of organizing an army of 500 to 1,000 
city employees and of working in harmony with the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people who pay his salary is a legal chore which 
would puzzle the brain of the most astute lawyer in Canada. 

Clearly, the charter which perpetuates in office a commissioner 
whom the council and the mayor find it impossible to work with, 
and which makes it impossible for the body which employed him 
to dispense with his services, is not the kind of a charter that the 
citizens of Edmonton are likely to countenance for any great length 
of time. 

To escape from the present dilemma the city council might 
borrow a leaf frorn Lloyd George’s method of handling the lords and 
appoint enough commissioners to swamp the old board. Having

trouble in establishing that the plain- 
tiff was in the wrong. 

Another provision in the agreement 
was that the company could lay its 
mains over any bridges in ‘the city. 
This the commissioner considered 
wrong. The citizens did not want the 
bridges clustered with gas mains and 
in addition to this there was no state- 
ment as to how the plant should be Jaid 
out. It might be an overhead affair so 
far as the agreement was concerned, 

With respect to the cuarantee whieh 
the company is to deposit ensuring the 
establishment of a plant and the deliv- 
ery of gas Within eighteen months the 
commissioner stated that inasmuch as 
the size and style of plant, or the area 
whieh the distribution system was to 
cover was not defined the company was 
not bound in any way. 

The campany might instal a plant 
and deliver gas and still not spend any- 
thing like the amount required, yet the 
municipality would be powerless. 

No provisions are made as to: what 
will oceur when the company's fran- 
chise lapses. They may leave their 
mains in the streets, without paying a 
cent of rental, to the detrimental of the 
city. Tt would be only proper that the 
agreement provide for a rental eharge 
or for the elimination of the plant and 
distribution plant within a specified 
period. This the agreement did not do. 

The company agrees to keep — the 
streets, in which if lays its «mains, 
in goed repair but there was nothing 
stated as to who should be the judge 
as to the condition of the streets.

wood for an option upon 1440 acres of 
coal lands in the Morinville district 
at $35 per acre, and Mr. Kenwood had 
agreed to give Mrs, Albertson an option 
for ten days, upon the payment of 
$1000. This arrangement was made 
about Aug. 23,-and on the afternoon of

Aug, 27, Albertson saw Kenwood, in- 
formed him that a cheque would be 
forthcoming, Returning home that 


evening Albertson discovered that pa-

GRAND TRUNK HAS 
COMPLETED DEPOT 


New Union Station at Winnipeg 
to Be Headquarters for 
Railway. 


The new home of the Grand Trun's 
Pacific Railway at Winnipeg, known as 
the union station, has been completed 
and the head ofllees of the company 
have been moved into the building. The 
new terminals and station have been 
construtted to take care of the rapid 
increase of the importance of Winnipes 
as a traiiic centre, and the structure is 
a credit to the western metropolis, The 
building has a frontage on Main street 
of $52 feet and a depth of 140 feet, and 
covers a ground area of approximately 
50,000 square feet. It comprises base- 
ment and four storeys surmounted by a 
dome 90 feet in diemeter and {00 feet 
above the street level, 

The new depot forms part of an ex- 
tensive subject involving a system of 
trackage and buildings which will pro- 
vide one of the best equipped terminals 
in the world.

SIGNS A MANAGER. 


The Western Canads Baseball 


League will be composed 07 six clubs 
—Edmonton, Calgary, Winnipes, Bran- 
don, Moose Jaw and Saskateon—and 
the season will open on Wednesday, 
May 3rd, with Moose Jaw at Edmon- 
ton; Saskatoon at Calgary, and Winni- 
pee .t Brandon. Each team will play 
i26 games and the season closes on 
September 2nd. 

The battle waged by Saskatoon that 
it be given back Ray Whisman, pitcher, 
so that he can be installed as manager, 
will be unavailing. President Frank 
Grey received a telegram Saturday 
night requesting that he give Whis- 
inan back to Saskatoon, but the Eski- 
mo magnate announced to the sport- 
ing editor of The Capital this morning 
that there would be nothing. doing in 
that line and that Whisman would be 
found in the fray for Edmonton this 


season. 


It was not until Saskatoon had 
agreed to pay back some of its in- 
debtedness to the league that busi- 


ness was gotten down to in earnest. In 
iddition to this season's guarantee, 
Saskatoon Will pay in $250 as its share 
of last season's debt. 

With the coin question out of -the 
way, Saskatoon then prececded with 
an attempt te get the opening date of 
the season changed, the ery being 
raised that the city was handicapped 
by not having a manager or team 
signed up. Winnipeg stood in with 
this proposition, but Edmonton, Cal- 
sary and Moose Jaw balked, claiming 
that their players were signed up for 
the season opening May 3rd, and that 
the salaries would be going on from 
that date. The original date was al- 
lowed to stand, 

Winnipeg, for a while, stood out for 
the raising of the salary limit to 
4,700 a month, but withdrew its de- 
mand upon receiving assurances that 
Sdmonton, Calgary, Moose Jaw and 
Brandon were well within the $1,500 
mark. 

It was decided that double-headers 
would be played every Saturday and 
that the price of admission to both 
games would be set at 50 cents. This 
price will also prevail at holiday games, 

The schedule will be so arranged 
that the eastern and western teams will 
make two trips to each other's terri- 
tory. 

The 126 games were so divided that 
the maximum number of home games 
played by any team is to be 66, while 
the minimum of home games played by 


any home team will be 60, Mooso Jaw will permit of harder pr 


playing 61 at home and 65 abroad. Cal- 
gary and Winnipeg each play 60 games 
abroad and 66-at home. Edmonton 
plays 65 times at home and 64 abroad, 
While Saskatoon plays 60 times in 
the city and 66 games away from 
home.

Strathcona, April 24.—In the mat- 
ter of municipal expenditure the year of 
y1944 will be far and away the largest 
twelvemonth in the history of the cify. 
While it is impossible to give exact fig- 
ures at present, owing to the current 
expenditure estimates being still under 
‘consideration, there is no doubt that 
the amount which will be put into var- 
ious civic improvements and systems 
extensions will reach close to $500,- 
000. This vast sum will be expended 
in a variety of progressive. ways, bul 
if the present plans are carried out, 
the work it provides for will be com- 
pleted before another year. 

If the eleven money by-laws now 
being advertised are endorsed at the 
polls on May 10th, a total of $343,000 
will have been authorized in debenture 
issues alone for this year. Some few 
thousands of this total have already 
been spent in improvements, but the 
Sulk will go toward the extension of 
the water, sewer and electrical sys- 
tems and in perfecting further the civ- 
ic utilities, The bylaws coming be- 
fore the burgesses next month will call 
for a total expenditure of $238,000. 

In this latest batch of bylaws is one 
calling for $30,000 for sewer exten- 
sions. which,. taken with the $70,000 
authorized by the ratepayers last De- 
cember, will assign, $100,000 to this 
form. of improvement alone. To. this 
may be added $37,000 to extend the 
waterworks system if the burgesses so 
authorize. There is little doubt. that 
all the bylaws will be ratified next 
; month, but there is one in particular 
j Which will meet with general approval, 
ithis being one asking for $75,000 to 
pay for electrical machinery now on 
order for the municipal power plant. 
The other big requests in this latest 
group of bylaws is thal of $50,000 for 
a new hospital, and $21,500 for the 
extension of the electric light lives. 
Those bylaws voted ‘last year which 
will, or have been, carried out by the 
present council are: 370,000 for east 
end sewers; #38,000 for the erection 
of Mill Creek viaduct, and $35,000 for 
the purchase of the exhibition park, 

On the top of this bylaw debenture 
issue will come the current expendi- 
ture items for the year and there is ev- 
ery reason to believe that these will 
run into thousands very rapidly, There 
are a host of requirements and plans 
that will have to be met this summer, 
and for that reason the council are 
making haste slowly in the passing of 
these current estimates, Again, such 
expensive works as paving and. side- 
walk building will come jn to greatly 


{swell the amount of business carried 


out by the civic oMcials during the 
season, though these items will not ap- 
pear as a direct charge to the general 
funds, In the construction of concrete 
walks alone, the season to hand will 
far’ exteed that of any previous year, 
and the requests for plank walks and 
boulevards’ are ‘alsy strong in number, 

Jt will be readily seen that in 
civic building and extensions. alone, 
the present season in Strathcona prom- 
ises to be one of the busiest ever. seen 
here, and to this must be. added a 
volume, of expansion many times great- 
er when the plans. of companies and 
individuals are carried out in their. en- 
Urety this year. 

Sold Half Section for $102,000. 

For a half section of raw land west 
of Grand View Heights, $102,000. . A

The Mel- 
lon place is located between three and 
four miles from Main street at Whyte 
avenue.
